Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the election of species 
requirement set forth in the Office Action of July 18, 2007.

2(a), Applicant 
provisionally elects the subject matter of Species d, Figure 5. It is submitted that Claims 1-10 
read on the elected species.

In the Preliminary Amendment, Claim 1, belonging to elected Species d, has 

been amended.
